And here in the capital, where 
some memory ef Lincoln lingers in 
almost every corner and liane, they 
calli him Lincolnesque—the highest 
tribute in the 
agination—end say 
game simplicity of bearing and 
manner, the same broad tolerance, 
the same whimelcal method of ex- 
pression, the same understanding 
of human emotion and impulses 
and the same carelessness of ap- 
parelL 

The credit for his really remark- 
able return to health ise due some- 
what to his own initiative in adopt- 
ing an orderly routine, bet wun- 
doubtedly is even more attribut- 
able to Tim Horan, a modest fig- 
ure in the background, whe. since 
hig boyhood hes been in intimate 
association with the Sargent fam- 
lly at Laudiew. Vt. He ie a vet- 
eran of the World War, in which. 
if you will accept his testimony, 
“fought in Sam's army” Sam 
being the family name for the At- 
torney-General's son-in-law. whose 
full name is Ralph EB. Pierson and 
who commended a company of in- 
fantry in the A. KE. F. 

Following the war, Tim became 
attached to the Sargent household 
in an indeterminate capacity. After 
a fashion he is @ very personal 
secretary, heving the custedy of 
Mr. Sargent'’s check book. He 
drives the Sargent automobile and 
he buye the Attorney-General's 
neckties and shirts. And now, in 
recent months, he has become per- 
sonal bodyguard and  athietic 
trainer. 

Kach morning he rouses the At- 
torney-General and pute him 
through the setting-up exercises 
that Tim learned in the Army. 
Then he, the Attorney-General, ac- 
cepting his orders with absolute 
faith. introduces some other

TIM PAYS CHECK 


When it comes time for iunch it 
is Tim who drags the Attorney- 
General away from his desk and, 
along with that other close com- 
panion, Paul A. Chase, special as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General. 
takes him to lunch at the Univer- 
sity Club. The Attorney-General, 
Chase and Tim have a certain 
table at the club where they lunch 
almost every day. and it ts notice- 
able that kt is Tim who signs the 
check for Mr. Sargent. 

The work of the department is 
such that the Attorney-General and 
his immediate staff do much of it 
after 41:30 p.m., the official hour 
for closing. Mr. Sargent, Tim and 
Chase are the last ones out, some- 
where between 6:30 and 7 o'clock. 
And then. aftér @ suitable interval 
of rest fellcwing dinner, Tim bun- 
dies the Attorney-Genera! into an 
overcoat and leads him forth for 
the real athietics of the day. ale 
walk through the almost desert 
streets of Washington's residence 
section. This has become almost a 
religious rite and te it as well as 
to the early morning calisthenics 
and to his rigid eoncern regarding 
hie diet the Attorney-General at- 
tribut much of his improvement 
im health. 

This improvement is such that 
the Attorney-General is able to 
work on anh average of eleven 
hours a Gay at his desk, for he 
reaches the department never later 
than 8:30 in the morning. His is 
one cfictal desk that is cleaned up 
every night. Every matter that 
has been brought before him that 
can be Gisposed of in out of the 
Way. 

HIGHLY ACCESSIBLE 

Much of the strain of the task, 
however, lies in dealing with visi- 
tors, for the Attorney-General ts 
one of the most accessible officials 
in the Federal establishment. He 


is a sympathetic listener, but, tike 
President Coclidgs, he has a well- 
develvped new England reticence 
with thw difference: We will talk 
more with his visitors than the 
President does, but that one is for- 
tunate indeed who can detect in 
any word of expression the At- 
torney-General’s reaction to a plea 
or an argument that may have 
been submitted. 

His long hours account for the 
indisposition of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Sargent to accept 
many invitations. They go about 
secially very little and thus their 
presence ia most eagerly sought 
at any affair of distinction. Now 
and agein Mr. Chase, casting an 
appraising eve over his chief, pre- 
ecribes attendance et «a 
Whereupon Tim p

Once in a while he demurs, but if

in 1913. It was the firet time a 
California Governor ever had tak- 
en such action.

The output was sold to whole- 
salers for $140,000.000 a year and 
retalling at $10 to $2° gallon 
brought the country’s alcoho! bill 
for liavor from this one source to 
over $500,000,000 a year. 


HAD LOCAL PROTHROTION 
Nine hundred thousand gallons 
of alcoho! were manufactured eacn 
week, or 46,800,000 gallons a yeer. 

Initial establishment of two dis- 
tilleries in Pennsylvania, two in 
Maryland and one ip Kentucky was 
followed by establishment of sub- 
sidiaries tn various cities to sell 
the product at wholesale. 

Distilieries and subseidiary 
ganizations were established under 
protection of local authorities and 
through political influence.

Find Five Ruins | 

Indians Afraid of Revenge by 
Incensed Deities 


Mexican Ban Forces Group to 
Forego Excavation

yond Xkaret to Piayacarmen, plan- 
ning to visit the ruing which Mor- 
ley discovered but 41d not meas- 
ure. 

Pach ruined city that we discov- 
ered wan todicated hy a small tem- 
ple on the shore, which was visible 
from our ship. These temples 
probably were seen by the ex- 
plorer J. L. Stephens, nearly a cen: 
tury ago, and certainly were seen 
by &. G. Morley and 8. K. Lathrop 


of the Carnegie Inetitution, ore 
recently. Unfavorable weather 
conditions prevented these ¢x- 


plorers from landing and locating 
the treasures in the interior, which 
our experience shows are generel- 
ly indicated by these shore tem- 
ples. 

STUDY WARRANTED 

The ruined city of Xkeret is sur- 
reunded by a stone well six feet 
high and aix feet broad, touching 
the sea on the north and south. 
It is the only ryineéd Maya city thus 
far discovered except Tulum (the 
most famous of the Maya ruins on 
the east coart of Yucatan,) which 
is equipped in thie way. Xkaret 
warrants r:uch further study. 

Our Indian guides asked ten 
days in which to try to find a high 
comers which they had once seen 
in the jungie five miles in the in- 
terior. Xkaret has one group of 
six buildings overlooking tiny 
bay, but invisible from the sea. 
The other four cities we discovered 
are farther inland, but none is 
more than a few miles the 
coe st. 

Our discoveries incluced two 
new and important archeolegica! 
features. In the first place we 
found a different style of wall 
paintings from the examples pre- 
viously found in the ruined cities 
Chichenitza and Santa 

A. 

Secondly. we obeerved a peculiar 
use of emalil sculrtured fieures ax«- 
semble from molded parts. These 
sculptures had been found pre- 
viously in many places. bet our 
trip proved their use for ettach- 
ment In an upright position te the 
altars at the rear of the temples. 


SHRINES OVER ~ 


We also found interesting proof 
of the connection between shrines 
and sanctuaries In the temples. 
Many times a tiny shrine later was 
built over and became a sanc- 
tuary. 

A stirring feature in Paalmu!l 
was a large round tower with four 
terraces. It has only one esma!! 
room, which was at the very top 
of the tower. It may 
have hidden 


We are obeying the Mexican 
government's ban on the excava- 
tion of such structures and are 
merely meaenring and photograph- 
ing therm. 

In several of the temples at 
Chekala and Acomal we found 
sculptures of faces, either of hu- 
mans or of gece. which had been 
placed on the outside walls like 
gargoyles, 

The native Indians everywhere 
are hospitable. Juan Pijoh, chief 
of the Indians at Acomal, was our 
guide there. Our trip was timed 
perfectly to take advantage of the 
new attitude of tne Indians toward 
outsiders. We ve them gifts, 
harmonicas, calicoes, cigarettes, 
dolis and perfumes. The perfumes 
were offered to the women but 
were taken by the men. 


GETS SPECIMENS 

Lediow Griscom for our party 
was the first ornithologist to visit 
the mainiand. In the Quintana 
Roo territory he recorded 2066 
species of birds, several of which 
were new in the Yucatan Penin- 
sula. He also acquired specimens 
of several birds, unknown outside 
of the island ®f Cozumel. 

Frank Whiting end I reached 
Beliz (British Honduras) yester- 
day for British medical treatment 
for malaria. Some of the native 
Indians in Yucatan, maintaining 
old traditions, attribute our illness 
to the vengeance of the ancent 
gods because we profaned their 
tern ples. 

Judging from the time elapsed 
and other circumstances, we prob- 
ably contracted the disease at the 
scene of our firet discovery, the 
ruined city of Muyil. When we 
entered the subterranean temple 
there our Indian gulde fied in fear 
of demons. 

Scientific laws dealing with the 
period of incubation of the germ 
not prevent the Indians 
persisting ip their theories of 
vengeance by the ancient deities. 

The Indians watched somewhat 
Gublously while Frank Whiting and 
| excavated with machetes under 
the altar in the round tower at 
Paaimul and in the small temple 
at Acomal. In each case the floor 
sounded hollow and our digging 
fesures leading down- 
wa > 


HIDDEN CHAMBFERA 

A cold draft emerged and may 
have been caused by the dissolu- 
tion of the limestone which ts por- 
ous from age. On the other hand. 
it might indicate hidden chambers, 
which are known to exist in eimi- 
lar bulldings elsewhere. 

Mindful of the Mexican govern- 
ment's bar on excavations, we re- 
filled the holes carefully. 

The whole question of the at- 
titude of the modern Indians to- 
ward their anctent temples and re- 
ligions is interesting, but ther are 
taciturn on this point. We found 
innumerable signs that they use 
these temples today for some form 
of worship. possibly a mixture of 
anctent rites with Catholiciem. as 
we found smell, new, wooden 
crosses and some altare besides 
flowers and traces of burnt offer- 
ings. 

Whiting and I are improving. 
Our schooner is at Cozumel with 
Dr. Herbert J. Spinden and Ludlow 
Griscom, They will pick us up 
here on the 22né@ inst.

Business Man Tells How He 
Purchased Stocks 


Profits on First Deal Used as 
Bait in Scheme 
Buys More Shares to Sell 
Supposed Syndicate 


This is the sixth of a series of ar- 
ticles describing the aciwities of 
“white-collar bandits” who _are 
levying heavy tribute on gullible in- 
Vestors throughout the country.

Inhabitants Manage to Lead Simple Life 
Within Sound of City’s Bustle

“Give me a goed 10-cent cigar.” 


“Sorry, Mister, but we don’t carry tobacco.” 
“T suppose your competitor, next bleck, keeps it?” 


“No tobacco in this town, sir, 


candy, ice cream —”" 


“Law against it?’ I inquired. 


I'm—glad to say. We have gum, 


“No—we've just agreed, among ourselves, that we won't sell the 
weed. The few men who smoke have to supply themselves from

But by the time he had finished 
his sentence I wus out ef earshot. 

So this was lHiermon! 

Yes, that is Hermon—a 
heaven among the hills, if one likes 
that sort of paradise. 

Peaceful and calm, like resur- 
rected saints, white-breasted syva- 
mores rise from the pebbled bed of 
the Arroyo Seco to the north and 
west of “Zion City.” as it is some- 
times derisively called, while to the 
south and east are the green, live 
oak covered hills that separate 
Hermon from Rose Hill and El Se- 
reno, If you leave North Hunting- 
ton Drive at Monterey Rosed you 
can drive through Rose Hill Park 
to Hermon in five minutes and go 
on over the new Avenue 60 bridge 
to Highland Park in another five 
minutes. Moreover, unless you are 
a lover of the aimple life, you 
probably will go on through and 
no one will try to stop you-—either 
to convert you or to sell you to- 
baceo. You will not even see a 
drug store—for nobody in Hermon 
ever gets sick, not even sick 
enough to need a $5 prescription 
filled at a cost of twice that sum. 

Founded in 1903 by C. BB. Eby, 
who established a school and 
opened up the property to home- 
buyers, Hermon its a part of Los 
Angeles—but isn't worrted about 
it, any more than Los Angeles is 
deeply concerned about Hermon. I 
mentioned th etown to a couple of 
newspaper men and they admitted 
they had never heard of the place. 
Yet it ie one of the most interest- 
ing burgs in the United Gtates.

on the ranch at present, with 1800 
more about to hatch out. The duck 
population changes weekly at the 


Moses place, for the ranch is 
run on the plan of marketing 
ducks every week in the year. 


This, their third year in the busi- 
ness, Mre. Moses says, they are 
sending around 490 to market 
each week. Besides these, they 
are selling many baby ducks to 
poultry raisers. Five thousand 
ducklings have been sold in the 
last few months. The 4000-egg- 
capacity incubator on the ranch 
is never idie. It hatches night 
and day the year round, 

The duck bill of fare on the 
Moses ranch is corn meal, bran, 
meat scraps, sand and green al- 
falfa. Two weeks before they are 
marketed they get extra portions 
of corn meal. 

With such care and feeding the 
ducks are ready to market as 
“bakers” when they ere 19 to 1! 
weeks of age. This is what puts 
money into the duck game, says 
Mrs. Moses. The ducks take on 
weight so fast thet you get a quick 
turnover on your investment. 
Then they are so hardy, she says, 
that {t is easy to raise them. 

Mr. and Mrs. Moses are figuring 
their average net profit per duck 
at 36 cents. With sales running 
around 400 ducks a week, this 
means @ weekly income of $140.

I spoke of the quiet spir- 
it of Hermon and he looked at 
my gray hair and said: “Yes, it's 
a fine place for old folks.”

mon librarian—not in a million 
years. 1 asked him about the big 
building just back of the church. 

“That's the Los Angeles Junior 
College,” he raid. 

“What do they teach there?” I 
asked.

TUNA PACKERS 
EXTEND SCOPE 


New Enterprise Promises 
Impetus to Industry 


Great Fleet Leaving Harbor 
for Mexican Waters 


Roughest Port on Pacific to 


be Made Headquarters 


BY CLYDE HURIAY 

Tuna packers of the Los Angelep 
Harbor district, whose output in 
1925 was valued in excess of %$12,- 
000,000, are embarking on an en- 
terprise that promises to give a 
great impetus to the fish-packing 
industry of Seuthern California. 
The first of a great fleet of fishing 
boats, tenders and refrigerating 
achooners are leaving the harbor 
for Turtle Bay, Lower California. 
which is to be made headquarters 
for vear-round operations, so that 
the thirteen plante here can be 
kept going continuously, instead of 
but a few months in the year. In 
this plan they have the co-opera- 
tion of the Ocean Industries Com- 
pany, a Japanese packing and fish- 
ing concern, which is placing at 
the disposal of the local packing 
Interests the giant steel refrigerat- 
ing vessels Chichibu Maru and Ha- 
runa Maru. 

Incidentally, this will signalize 
the first attempt of the local pack- 
ers to escape the Mexican import 
duty of $30 per ton, as new fish- 
ing vessels are being equipped with 
huge bait tanks, thus obviating the 
neceaspity of going within the three- 
mile limit of Mexican waters to 
catch sardines for bait. The boats, 
thus equipped, will fish on the 
high seas, without the jurisdiction 
of Mexican authorities, according 
to ©. P. Halthill, manager of the 
Halfhill Packing Corporation, Long 
Beach, who recently sent to Turtle 
Bay the refrigerator schooner 
Uceana Vance, Capt. John Hes- 
ton, with several tenders and a fleet 
of small fishing vessels. 

Mr. Maifhill kept his plant going 
on bluefin, and yellowfin tuna and 
albacore for ten months of 1925. 
@ remarkabie record, and expects 
his and other plants to run with- 
out interruption the year around 
hereafter. The three species of 
tuna have been studied and traced 
until it is believed possible to fol- 
low them in their journey from 
Santa Barbara Channel to Cape 
San Laicas, Lower California, and 
return, during the twelve months 
of the year. 

Tuna will be caught and cleaned 
on the great refrigerator ships of 
the fleet whi'e the game fish, now 
the most valuable put in cans, are 
being followed in their migration, 
and fast tenders will bring a con- 
tinuous stream of tuna toe the 
pilante at the harhor. 


SENDS FLEDT SOUTH 

Capt. Heston, of Ban Pedro, who 
last year became the outstanding 
figure in the fish transport busel- 
ness in the packing district, will 
send a fleet of tenders, within a 
few days, to Magdalena Bay. He 
has contracts from various packers 
to deliver fish at the canneries from 
the traveling fishing fleet. He has

4 WHAT fT COoeTs 

“All of the judges of the state 
of Sonora are, in my opinion, ad- 
hering strictly to the code. The 
state laws provide. a court cost 
of from $100 to $500. State taxes 
of 50 per cent are then collected 
upon the amount of the court costs 
all of which the petitioner for div- 
orce must pay. The decree, when 
entered, is final, and is attested 
by the court. 

“Take, for instance. a Califor- 
nian proceeding to Mexico to get 
a divorce. First, he retains his at- 
torney here. Rallway fare to and 
from Mexico for himeelf and the 
ettorney will cost him approxi- 
mately $125. Postage and other 
incidental expenses will run $10 
more. Then comes preparation of 
papers and filing fees—-another 
$20. He stays in Mexico the re- 
quired period of time—fifteen days 
in the case of mutual consent— 
another $1900. The court collects 
—just as an inetance the maxi- 
mum $500 for costs. The atate col- 
lects as tax $250 additional There 
is & total of $1005. In addition to 
this he must pay his attorney's 
fees, which on even 46 low a rate 
as $15 per day would run in ex- 
cess of $300.

that workmen may ask for—it goes back 
to the very structure of business itself and 
the idea on which it is founded.” 

One wonders whether Mr. Ford has dis 
covered a hitherto unknown principle in 
industry when he says that “High wages 
make progperity.” The accepted theory 


bas been that prosperity makes higher 
wages possible and that prosperity is « 
consequence of natural and political con- 
ditions. 

If bigher wages and lower prices pro- 
duce prosperity, then the coal industry 
should be flourishing in Wngland. Last 
year a threatened strike resulted in a tem- 
porary compromise that increased the 
wages of the miners; and a drop in the 
price of coal in the world markets forced 
down the price of English export coal. But 
the result was not prosperity for the c 
industry in England. Instead, « deficit was 
created that is being made up by a gov- 
ernment subsidy. The subsidy drains the 
public treasury and conditions in the in- 
dustry are steadily growing worse. The 
best brains in England have been racked 
in vain to avoid this seemingly inevitable 
consequence, _ 

More than «@ century ago Adam Smith 


can avoid this conclusion. 

Should Mr. Ford advise the wheat grow- 
ers that the way out of their present plight 
lies in paying the farm hands more and 
selling the wheat for less, one 
ine what kind of replies he would receive 
from the wheat belt. The surest prescrip 
tion for prosperity in the Middle West is 
a good season in this country and a drought 
in all the other wheat-growing States. 

Mr. Ford's professions do not seem at 
all times to square with his practices; for 
the same week that he gave this interview 
he increased the price of the Ford open 
cars. Does this mean that he is trying to 
bear the prosperity market, that he is play- 
ing for a depression? 

The truth is that Mr. Ford handles tools 
better than words. He is an exceptional 
man—a geniue—in an exceptional indus 
try. But the admonition of Appelles, “Shoe 
maker, stick to your last,” applies equally 
to the automobile maker. 

He is a genius at mass production, and 
mass production, where there is a market 
to consume all the things produced, means 
lower cost prices and a lower selling price. 
Efficient management, a favorite location 
for securing vast quantities of raw mate- 
rials at a moderate price, the latest and 
best in mechanical equipment, a stable cur- 
rency, exceptional political conditions and 
the most efficient industrial army the world 
has ever known—these are the factors of 
America’s industrial supremacy. Other 
countries have some of these, but no other 
country possesses them all in an equal de 
gree; and that explains why America leads 
the world. 

That “higher waged and lower prices 
mean greater buying power—more custom- 
ers”—is indisputably true. But it is only 
under exceptional conditions that this hap- 
py combination can be effected. Between 
wages and prices there must be a margin 
of profit, elee there would be no capital 


-| fer industrial investment. Any time wages 


rise and prices fall until the two lives in- 
tersect bankruptcy follows. 

These truths are fundamental, self-evi- 
dent. If we reason otherwise we must 
reach the conclusion that the failure of 
government operation of the railroads was 
due to the fact freight rates were increased 
when wages were doubled. 


BILLION-DOLLAR STRIKE 
Economists estimate the loss result- 
ing from the recent strike in Pennsyl- 
vania at $1,000,000,000. The figures quoted 
are $1,000,000 per day in loss of wages and 
260,000 tons of coal in production. The 
strike kept 158,000 men idie from Septem- 
ber 1 and shut down 828 mines. 
Intoxication of power passes all under- 
standing. Italian dictatorship in the hands 
of Mussolini fades away in insignificance 
compared with that of Czar Lewis, chair- 
man of the miners’ union. Trotsky in his 
balmy days might have taken a second 
thought at the hunger and cold suffered 
not only by the 168,000 miners and their 
families, but the frostbitten condition of 
many other millions of humans in this, 
the coldest winter which the Wast has 
known for years. Aiming at mine owners 
and operators, Lewis struck a severe blow 
at the very class which he proclaimed to 
protect, the proletariat. He wished to cur- 
tail the wealth of coal barons and reduced 
half a million workers to abject poverty. 
Promising his followers Imcreased inde- 
pendence, he led them to the doors of char- 
ity which he and his disdain. Scorning 
the offer of employers as a piker’s mite he 
played for a billion-dollar bluff stake and 
lost. Had the stake been his own the loss 
would have been robbed of itg tragic sting, 
but it was that of the unemployed, while 
he drew his own pay, plus a fat expense 
account. There lies the pathos in the 
drama of blind union obedience. 

The tyranny of an executive committee 
such as controls the miners’ union is as 
unjust and intolerable as that of a political 
dictator or an absolute monarchy. Indus- 
trial freedom ia as essential to prosperity 
and well being of a people as political free 
dom. Lewis played the part of a despot; 
and there can only be despots where there 
are slaves. 

Did his bland smile and his placid asser- 
tion of a moral victory pay for the suf- 
ferings of his dupes when he emerged from 
the final conference? If it did, the strik- 
ing victims deserve no better fate, and one 
may only look for an awakening of a more 
reasonable generation whose eyes shall 
have been opeped in the cauldron of an 
experimental trial in the course of a har- | 
rowing ordeal.

THE TWO-FOLD LOYALTY 


That principle, so simply and 
pictorially set forth by Jesus. has 
seitied forever the Christian's reta- 
tion to the ctvil law. It makes 
clear that one cannot be a good 
Christian unless he is also a good 
citizen. Loyalty to the atate is 
bevund up with loyalty to Christ. 
Christianity did not cohetitute. as 
sume reckless modern writers have 
faid, “a revolution of the prole- 
tariat.”” They were entirely faith- 
ful to Rome in all civil matters 
wherein the empire could claim al- 
legiance. In all ages, Caesar has 
had no firmer friend than the 
disciples of Jesus. 

There is no need to lebor this 
peint ar it applies to the present 
era of lawlessness especially with 
respect to liquor laws.

During the Civil 
Wear the Union eoldiers foraging 
for food found some of these “gco- 
pher peas.” as they called them, 
and discovered that when roasted 
they were nourishing and good to 
the taste. After the war the sol- 
diers took the pods home with 
them and from that time the rise 
of the peanut was rapid. During 
the World War period the value of 
the peanut crop in the United 
States rose to nearly $100,000,000. 
It is steadily growing in popular 
favor on account of the numerous 
uses to which it can be put.—

day he was the wealthiest man 
in America and Martha Wash- 
ington was the wealthiest wom- 
an. At its height the combined 
Washington fortune amounted to 
$750,000, much of it represented 
by 100,000 acres of land—on the 
Potomac apd Rappahanock riv- 
ers, along the eastern and west- 
ern slopes of the Allegheny 
Mountains, and down *the Ohio 
River almost to Cincinnati, these 
distant tracts being in rental 
and undeveloped farms. It was 
his wealth that enabled Wash- 
ington to serve his country with- 
out charge, to promote his home 
town affairs, to give to church 
and to charity, and to help his 
neighbors in times of financial 
need. 

An author of fiction has re 
cently appeared prominently ta 
the newspapers with assertions 
that Washington was given to 
gambling, to drinking and to 
profanity, but these assertions 


fall when one delves into his- 


tories by authors of better au- 
thority. In Parson Weems's bi- 
ography of Washington, in Mra. 
Pryor'’s “The Mother of Wash- 
ington and Her Times,” in Wash- 
ington Irving’s six volumes of 
history, in Paeul Wiistatch’'s 
“Mount Vernon, the Nation's 
Shrine”—all of them regarded as 
ample authority—one does not

get the measure of George 
Washington's weaknesses which 
some would have us believe. 


Origin of Hatchet Tale. 


Parson Weems doubtless knew 
George Washington more in- 
timately than any other writer. 
He was rector of Pohick Church 
when Washington was a vestry- 
man of that congregation and he 
knew Washington through his 
youth, bis young manhood and 
on into his adult years. It was 
Parson Weems who gave to the 
world the story of the hatchet 
and the cherry tree, and his his- 
tory containing the story was in 
ite time the “best seller” among 
the books in colonial circulation. 
It is filled from cover to cover 
with laudation of Washington's 
virtues. 

One. must remember the en- 
vironment in which George and 
Martha lived. Daubtless he dis- 
tilled corn whisky at Mount Ver- 
non, but he never bootlegged any 
of it, nor drank it to excess, nor 
surreptitiously. 

He shipped his tobacco and 
wheat to London, and these ships 
brought back to Mount Vernon 
wearing apparel, house furnish- 
ings and similar products not ob- 
tainable in the colonies. They 
also brought to him and other 
planters casks of Madeira wine, 
to be drunk fm toasts at colonial 
dinners and feasts when guests 
were present. Whisky was «a 
common medicine and stimulant 
on all of the Virginia and Mary- 


his political enemies were 
ing trouble for him, or when 
was directing the inefficient 
borers on his farms, his 


explosive epithets ‘rather than 


profanity, and can be forgotten. 


because of the abundant provoca- 
tion which prompted them. it 
is of historic record that Wash- 
fngton would not in his hearing 
tolerate profanity among his of- 
ficers and poldiers in the war for 
independence, and there is no 
record that he ever broke the 
Seventh Commandment. 


Washington had another char- 
acteristic to list him as a man 
among his fellowmen. He was a 
good outdoors sportsman from 
his early youth until. his last en- 
feebled years. He loved a sad- 
die horse. He owned many of 
them—a few brought over from 
England, but most of them bred 
at Mount Vernon, where they and 
the coach horses filed the big 
brick barn to capacity. On 
horseback Washington and his 
neighbors followed their packs 
of hounds when chasing foxes 
over the wooded hills and 
through the entangled vales of 
Virginia and Maryland. — 


The day that George Waahing- 
ton went up to a house in Wil- 
liamsburg and asked Martha 
Dandridge Custis to marry him, 
he went on horseback. In his 
service with Gen. Braddock’'s 
British Army and through the 
War of the Revolution, Washing- 
ton was in the saddle much of 
the time. 


He entered his speedier sad- 
diers in the races at Alexandria 
and on the tracks of Maryland, 
and he usually backed his faith 
in them with moderate wagers. 


Record as Churchman 


But whatever may have been 
the human shortcomings of 
Washington, he fs not fn need of 
defense in this late day. He lived 
and did as his neighbors and 
more distant companions lived 
and did. The rectors of the 
churches of colonial Virginia 
played social games of cards, 
they raised their classes of wine 
in toasts at plantation dinners, 
they attended balls and they 
went to horse races. It was a 


golden era of social gayety, of

much going about to festivities 
on one plantation or another, or 
at the town houses in Willams- 
burg, Alexandria, Annapolis and 
Raltimore. And George and 
Martha Washington did their full 
share in the entertaining and go- 
ing about. ~ 

If there is one thing above an- 


: other which will discount the 


assertions of present-day critics 
of George Washington, it ig his 


record as a churchman. His re- 


ligious, patriotic and civic train- 
ing began at the kuee of his 
mother, who some day will come 
into a place of her own in out- 
standing American history, just 
as her daughterindaw, Martha 
Washington, won a good namé 
for herself. Mary and Martha 
Washington were both fine exam- 
ples of American womanhood. 


Drew Plans for Church 


In his ‘teens George Washing- 
ton inherited Mount Vernon, and 
be then began his connection 
with Pohick Church, standing on 
the bank of a creek by that 
name,.some six miles west of 
Washington's farm, in the hills 
of Virginia. He drew the plans 
for this building, which took the 
place of an older one, and which 
is made of brick that may have 
come as ballast in shipholds 
from England. The construction 
of the present Pohick Church be- 
gan in 1760 and continued for 
some two years. 

Washington was on the build- 
ing \committee. He had served 
as a vestryman in the old church 
structure for many years, and 


continued to until the Pohick 


parish boundary was changed, 
excluding Mount Vernon from it 
and placing it in the parish of 
Christ Church in Alexandria. 
Pohick Church was during the 
Civil War occupied at times by 
troops who destroyed its interior 
furnishings. But ite substantial 
brick walls withstood the stress 
of war, and ft has since been re- 
stored until] it is practically as it 
was when Washington worshiped 
there. 

Perhaps the most precious re- 
ligious shrine in America is 


Christ Church, @@ Alexandria, 
Va. It is of brilliant red brick, 
its windows trimmed with white 
Virginia stone, with green shut 
ters, and the small panes of glass 
were brought over from England. 
Washington drew the plans and 
specifications of this church with 
a quill pen between his fingers, 
and these documents are to this 
day displayed on a wall within 
the structure. Church services 
have been held there almost con 
tinuously since it was completed 
in 1773, The inclosed pews on 
the lower floor and the baicosy 
will seat perhaps 600 people. 
There was no surpliced choir or 
organ in Washington's time, but 
both enrich the services in thes¢ 
later years. Twenty thousand 
tourists attend Christ Church ev- 
ery year, largely because it was 
once the worshiping place of 
George and Martha Washington. 


Famous Guests™ 


In the heyday of Mount Ver 
non, which spread over many 
years, it was almost continuously 
taxed to tts capacity by guests, 
some of whom came from invi- 
tation and some who did net 
Gen. Lafayette, Benjamin Frank- 
Jin, John Marshall and Patrick 
Henry Ww emong the notables 
who broke bread at George 
Washington's table and raised 
their glasses of wine to toast 
their host and hostess, : 


When Sunday came George and 
Martha Washington led their 
guests to church at Alexandria, 
some ten miles away. Washing 
ton and ‘his men friends went 
on horseback, and Mistress 
Washiogton and her guests went 
in coach or carriage, with out 
riders equipped with spades and 
shovels to dig the wheels out of 
the red mire which prevailed on 
Virginia roads in wet weather. 


Washington was a vestrymat 
of Christ Church for one year. 
Edmund Lee, brother of “Light 
horse Harry” Lee, was another 
at the same time. The brilliant 
John Randolph was another wor 
shiper there. 


One day in the summer of 1774

On May 8, 1903, Mr. Mil- 
ler’s tree was transplanted 
in the courtyard of the inn 
with the famous ceremony 
in which Theodore Roose-, 
velt assisted. This tree lived 
until 1921 and was replaced 
the next year by an 1l-year- 
old granddaughter. 

The other tree was plant- 
ed the same year at the head 
of old Magnolia avenue, 
Riverside, at a point facing 
the original Tibbets home- 
stead. Both trees were sur- 
rounded by ornamental iron 
fences with appropriate in- 
scriptions. Thousands of 
tourists have visited these 
places to see the beginnings 
of the most valuable fruit 
ever introduced into this 
country. 

Memorial Stone 

As the importance of the 
part in establishing the 
Washington navel in Cali- 
fornia by Mrs. Tibbets be- 
came more apparent each 
year, ‘the Landmarks Com- 
mittee of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution at 
Riverside took up the mat- 
ter of commemmorating her 
‘work. A memorial tablet 
resting in a_ huge native 
stone was agreed upon. 

In Bear Creek Canyon, 
near the head of Santa Ana 
River, they found a four- 
and-a-half-ton white granite 
boulder which suited the 
purpose rkably. It was 
placed in front of the par- 
ent tree on Magnolia avenue. 
Miss Helen T. Barker, a stu- 
dent of art in the Riverside

High School, designed the 
bronze tablet, and the in- 
scription, worded by Miss S. 
Alice La Rue, chairman of 
the Landmarks Committee, 
was approved by the United 
States Department of Agri- 
culture. On December 10, 
1921, the memorial stone 
was unveiled before a large 
audience.

CONFESSION OF VASQUEZ 


(Continued from Preceeding Page) 


but always endeavored toe avoid 
bloodshed. 

“I know of nothing worthy of 
note until the Tres Pinas (Three 
Pines) affair occurred. The true 
story of that transactién is as fol- 
lows: 

“I, together with four other 
men, including Chavez, my lieuten- 
ant, and one Lava, camped within 
a short distance of Tres Pinos. I 
sent three of the party. Lava in- 
‘cluded, to that pofmt, making Lava 
the captain. I instructed them to 
take a drink, examine the locality, 
acquaint themselves with the num- 
ber of men around and wait until I 
came. I told them not to use any 
violence, as when I arrived I would 
be the judge and if anybody had 
to be shot I would do the shooting. 

“When I arrived there with 
Chavez, however, I fourd three 
men dead, and was told that two 
of them were killed by Lava and 
one by another of the party named 
Romano. The rest of the men in 
the place were aljJ tied. I told 
Lava and his companions that 
they had acted contrary to my or- 
ders, and that I did not wish to 
remain there long. 

“We started for Elizabeth Lake. 
On the way there I seduced the 
wife of Lava. He did not discover 
our intimacy until] we had pitched 
camp at the lake. He at once re- 
belled and swore revenge. He 
left his wife at Heffner’s place on 
Elizabeth Lake and started yo ye 
Angeles to deliver himself um as 
well as to deliver me to the au- 
thorities if he could do so. 

“Sheriff Rowland, however, was 
on my track and in company with 
Sherif!’ Adams of Santa Clara 
county and a posse of men endeav- 
ored to capture Chavez and myself 
at Rock Creek. We fired at the 
party,and could have killed them 
had we wished. We effected our 
escape and arrived at Heffner’s 
place, where I took Lava'’s wife 
behind me on my horse and start- 
ed back in the direction I knew 
Rowland and Adams and their 
party would be coming, knowing 
that I could hear them approach- 
ing on their horses. 

“As they drew near I turned 
aside from the road. The sheriffs 
and their posse passed on. and I 
took Lava's wife to a certain point 
which I do not care to name and 
left her in the hills at a sheep 
While I went out and made a 


a day, 


raid on Firebaugh'’s Ferry on the 
San Joaquin River, for money to 
send her back to her parents’ 
house. I did so, and have not 
seen her since. .I provided for her 
wants all the time she was with 
me. I tied ten men and a China- 
man at Firebaugh'’s Ferry in the 
raid above referred to. 

“After sending Lava's wife home 
I went to Kings River in Tulare 
county, where, with a party of 
eight men besides myself, [I cap- 
tured and tied up thirty-five men. 
I got about $800 and considerable 
jeweiry in this raid. 

“I went from there to a snral! 
settiement known as Panama on 
Kern River, where myself and 
party had a carousal for three 
days, dancing, love making, etc. 
El Capital Vasquez was quite a 
favorite with the senoritas. 

“I wandered around in the 
mountains after that until the time 
of the Repetto robbery at San Ga- 
briel, near Les Angeles. The day 
before that occurred I camped at 
the Pietra Gordo, at the head of 
the Arroyo Seco. I had selected 
Repetto as a good subject. In 
pursuance of my plan I went to a 
sheep herder employed on the place 
and asked him if he-had seen a 
brown horse which I had lost, ip- 
quired if Repetto was at home. 
took a look at the surroundings 
and told the man I had to go to 
the old mission on some important 
business and that if he would catch 
my horse I would give him $10 or 
$15. I then returned by a round- 
about way to my companions on 
the Arroyo Seco. 

“As soon as it was dark I re- 
turned with my men to the neigh- 
borhood of Repetto’s and camped 
within a few rods of his house. 
The next morning about breakfast 
time we wrapped our guns in our 
blankets, retaining only our pis- 
tols, and I went toward the house. 
where I met the sheep herder and 
commenced talking about business. 
I asked him if Repetto wanted 
herders or shearers, asked him 
how many sheep he could shear in 
etc., speaking in a loud 
tone in order to let Repetio hear 
us and throw him off his cuard. 

“I had left my men behind a 
small fence, and being told that 
Repetto was at home, I entered the 
house to see if I could bring the 
patrone to terms without killing 
him. I found him fn. and told him 
I was an expert sheep shearer. and 
asked him if he wished to employ 


any shearers; told him that 
friends, the gentlemen who 


waiting outside by the gate, pan

To meet these B eliminator de- 
mands and requirements, the Mag- 
natron engineera of the Connewey 
Laboratories, Magnatron Bullding, 
Hoboken, N. J., have developed a 
tube désigned spetificaily for this

Survey yot F arms 
Shows Growth in 
Radio Equipment 


The time has not yet arrived 
when all farms are radio equipped, 
despite reports that practically all 
farmers are now listening in. Ac- 
cording to a survey by the Cen- 
sus Bureau in twenty States, where 
there are 1,853,869 farms, only 
108,982 farms now have radio re- 
ceiving sets, or _a trifie less than 
6 per cent. The census of the 
whole forty-eight States is not yet 
completed, but out of the twenty 
listed, Lllinols makes* the best 
showing, reporting 27,434 farms 
equipped with radio sets, Kansas 
ranking next with 13,189 seta. 

Last September the Agricultural 
Department reported that approx- 
imately 566,000 farmers owned ra- 
dio sets in all States, which fig- 
ure represents a littie over & per 
cent of the tota) of 6,372,263 farms 
In the forty-eight States. 

The figures check pretty well, 
evidently indicating that there is a 
great market for radio receivers 
among the farmers in practically 
every State. With the tendency of 
many stations to broadcast more 
agricultural news and information 
besides the usug! line of enter- 
tainment, religious services and 
other features, it is expected that 
interest in reception on the farms 
will continue to increase.

CANADIAN STATIONS 
CO-OPERATE IN SERVICE 


Canadian broadcasting stations 
have just organized to improve 
broadcasting, promote the interests 
of the listeners and boost Canada. 
All radio stations including the 
ten Canadian National Rallway 
stations, as well as manufacturing 
interests and newspapers carrying 
radio, are represented. The recent 
requirement of copyright that radio 
Stations be licensed to broadcast 
their compositions, paying for the 
use, ie said to have been the chief 
reason for the organization of the 
Canadian Association of Broadcast- 


ere. 

The Canadian Parliament will 
consider the amendment of the na- 
tional copyright act go cover radio 
broadcasting and perm the Re- 
producing Rights Association to 
lesue licenses, thie session, it is 
reported. No fees are mentioned, 
which, it is pointed out is one of 
the handicaps of the business as 
experienced in the United States, 
where license fees vary greatly. 


CIVIL SERVICE USES 
RADIO IN RECRUITING 


Recently the New York Navy 
Yard was in need of a number of 
ship draftamen to prepare plans 
for a 10,000-ton cruiser to be bullt 
at the yard. we draftemen are 
not easy to find, but the commis- 
sion sent to a number of radio 
stations a very interesting ten-min- 
ute talk which described the major 
operations of building a warship, 
and incidentally mentioned the 
need of the New York Navy Yard 
for This as an é¢xam- 
ple of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion’s radio recruiting methods. 
Returns or inquiries, unfortunate- 
ly, ean seldom be credited directly 
to the radio ads as prospectives 
seldom estate how they heard of the 
call. The first task of the Civil 
Service Commission in recruiting 
workers for the government is to 
bring to the attention of all in- 
terested persons the opporturi- 
ties afforded for government em- 
ployznent. This is done in various 
ways. The addition of radio being 
the latest development in the com- 
mission's recruiting department.

As each district 
supervisor has more territory now 
than he can cover, many experts 
hope the rezoning will not affect 
their jurisdictions nor the designa- 
tions of the amateurs by the nine 
numerals used in their 
calls. 

Under the new wey! plan, the 
first zone embraces aine, New 
Hampehire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, the District of Colum- 
bia, Porte Rico, and the Virgin 
Islands; the second sone embraces 
Pennsyivania, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Michigan, and Ken- 
tucky; the third, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama. Tennessee, Mississippi. 
Arkansas, Lousiana, Texas, and 
Oklahoma: the fourth, Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas, and 
and the fifth the States of Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Wyoming, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Ne- 
vada, Washington, Oregon, Cali- 
fornia, Hawali and Alaska. 

The Commerce Secretary's ad- 
visory committe is med the 
Federal Radio Com on. The 
five commissioners will be appoint- 
ed by the. President with the con- 
sent of the Senate. Each com- 
missioner must be a resident in a 
different sone and none may be 
financially interested in the manu- 
facture or sale of radio equipment 
nor in radio communication of 
any type. Furthermore, not more 
than three members may be of the 
political party. 

To this commission the Secretary 
of Commerce may refer problems 
involving applications for licenses, 
wave lengths or power. or other 
matters. The decisions of this 
body would not appear to be bind- 
ing on the Secretary, however, as 
was originally provided. Tt would 
hear alt appeals over the Secre- 
tary’s decisions, and appeals on ite 
rulings might be carried to the 
Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbfla. 

According to the new wording 
of the bill, every radio station on 
shipboard must be equipped to 
transmit radio communications or 
distress signals on specified wave 
lengths one hundred miles in day 
or night, an tnoreased marine 
safety precaution. 

A new section proposes legisia- 
tion against the fixing of prices 
or restricting the usese of vacuum 
tubes or radio apparatus. It will 
be unlawful under the bill for any 
person or firm to ship or carry 
from one State to another, or to 
import into any State. Vacuum 
tubes and radio apparatus or parts 
affected by any conditionge which 
fix the price at which they may be 
resold or restrict their uses. 

Matter broadcast for pay must 
be designated over the air as “paid 
for or furnished by” the Individual 
or firm, but need not be labeled 
“advertising” as originally provided 
in the first bfll.° 

The bill now specifically names 
the Secretary of Commerce in many 
places, evidently to differentiate 
between him and the Secretary of 
the new Federal commission. The 
committe has changed the word 
“broad to “broadcasts” 
which ought to settle that question

Ample Supply of Feed Available for Balance 
Winter; Rains in California of Great Benefit 


Western ranges and live etock are generally in good condition, 
with an ample supply of feed for the remainder of the the winter, ac- 
cording to the monthly report of the United States Division of Crop 
and Live-Stock Estimates. Weather conditions have been favorable 
to live stock, but snow in some States has necessitated heavy feeding. 


At the close of January, much 4 
of the range country in Wyoming 
and the western parts of Nebras- 
ka and South Dakota was covered 


awvith snow, while open conditions 
prevailed in Montana and Western 
North Dakota. West of the Conti- 
nental Divide ranges are generally 
open and mild weather has result- 
ed ing use of the lower ranges. 
This region has hed a light snow- 
fall and stock water has been short 
on some desert ranges. 

In the Southwest, the ranges are 
much better than a year ago and 
the feed supply ts good, with very 
g00d prospects for spring feed due 
to a good suppty of moisture. In 
California recent rains have great- 
ly improved range conditions. Pas- 
tures are a little short in Western 
Kansas and Oklahoma, while Colo- 
rado has a good supply of feed 
and grazing has not been closed 
some sections. 


HAY SUPPLY AMPLE 

The hay and other feed supplies 
in the West are generally good and 
seem to be ample for all needa, 
the department rts, except 
possibly in parts of Oklahoma and 
Western Kansas. The cendition of 
the ranges is 87 per cent of ner- 
mal, compared to 88 per cent last 
month, 77 per cent a year ago and 
88 per cent two years ago. 

Cattle in the range coyntry are 
generally in good shape aud have 
shown but seasonal decline and re- 
tained the fiesh carried last fall.

T guess I’m asked a thousand times a day 
how come I’m in the mining game now, and 
to set everyone straight I’m going to tell 
you the story of how it all happened.

I'll never forget the night I met Jake, 
ee “Jake Berger” is my friend’s name, and 
e’s known today by a host of friends, from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic, as one of the

gum boots. 


It was about 7:30 on a winter’s night 
with the mercury hanging around forty 
below zero—I had just sold out, and was 
beating it for home with visions of an Iri 
stew, when I noticed a bunch of newsboys 
on a corner, staging a wicked mix-up. I 
dashed up to the fracas where two of the 
toughest kids on the streetshad a.third kid 
down and were pouring the knuckles to him. 
Up to this time I had never met the kid 
on the receiving end of the punches, but 
from a past sad experience I knew the two 
aggressors plenty well, but the fight was too 
uneven, and while I expected to get the 
whey beat out of me, I dived in with feet, 
teeth and fists, pryed the underneath kid 
loose and maybe you think we four chaps 
didn’t put it on. 


I was really surprised ‘at myself, and I’m 
here to tell you I found a real fighting heart 
in my little Yiddish friend Jake Berger, 
who was underneath the heap when I 
stepped in, and toe to toe, swapping punch 
for punch with two of the toughest kids I 
ever mixed with, Jake and I did our stuff, 


and when the smoke cleared away and we. 


doctored up our wounds, we shook hands 
and sealed a friendship that has lasted near- 
ly thirty years. 


Two years later in 1897 when the first 


echo of the_big gold strike in the Klondike 


was just reaching civilization, I saw Jake 
off at the train in Winnipeg—he was not yet 
seventeen, but had joined that mad rush for 
gold that “Robert W. Service” so well de+ 
picts. With fifty dollars in his pocket, (ten 
of which he borrowed from me,) and a 
ticket to Seattle, he battled his way with 
that “gold crazed mob” all the way -to 
Dawson City, where he spent three hard 
years of fruitless effort, and then back 700 
miles to Nome in a canoe all by himself, 
just in time to get in on the first big strike 
there, and right from the every piece 
of ground he staked was a bonanza. 


To make a long story short, Jake quit 


the Yukon in 1908, arrived in Seattle 
where I went to meet hini, and oh Boy, will 
I ever forget that party. Jake had plenty 
over a million dollars in real gilt, and 
begged me for days to stay with him, but I 
had a lot of ambition of my own, and after 
a mighty pleasant holiday, I left for Cali- 
fornia where I went to work in the oil fields 
at three dollars per. 


The next ten years of our lives, or at least 
mine, was plenty checkered. 


Jake played along in the mining game in 
Montana, Idaho and Nevada, and always 
did well mining, but along in 1918 he got 
the “oil bug,” went to Texas, Oklahoma 
and Louisiana, where he dropped in a hurry 
a bank-roll that an Ox couldn’t kick an inch.

Most large corporations are 
located hundreds of milea from the 
majority of their stockholders, and 
stockholders are usually too busy to 
attend, even if they are within’ «a 
reasonable distance of the place of 
meeting. 

The officials of a company may 
be more apt to leep up to the full 
measure of efficiency if they know 
they must answer to a definite 
controlling interest than if no one 
holds such control. 

Arother factor that must be tak- 
en ini consideration is the fact 
that most of the voting stock sold 
in recent years is not entitied to 
wividends until a sufficient margin 
of carnings has been provided to 
pay dividends first on nonvoting 


stoc't.

Leos Angelés Close Rival

All. skeptical comments to the 
contrary totwithstanding, New 
York will one day have te look 
to tts honors as the center of 
long runs for stage plays. 

Los Angeles has a record as «4 
show-going town that is already 
‘something to boast of, in that it 
\is unequaled by any city of simi- 
‘lar size in the country, and only 


one or two that have a greater|t 


population. 
With the in theatrical 
‘activities and the increase in popu- 
lation that already has been amply 
indicated, there is absolutely. no 
predicting the records that may! 
be made in the future. The sit- 
uation seems absolutely without 
precedent as da the propor- 
tien of the theater-attending pub- 
lic for any production that is mani- 
festly successful. 

A few years ago when “Sivilian 
Clothes’ was presented it was 
thought that the ultimate had been 
reached with a thirty-eight weeks’ 
run. Thereafter came “Abie’s 
Irish Rose,” which again approxi- 
/mated that figure, and still later 
“White Collars,” which is now past 
ite hundredth week and nearing 
its 1000th performance, during an’ 
engagement that has been continu- 
ous, while the “Mission. Play.” 
which is given for a portion of 
each season, in the past thirteen 
years, has exceeded 2000 perform- 
ances, and the “Pilgrimage Pilae},” 
presented every summer for the 
past five years, also has an enviable 
record ,of attraction. 

The “Mission Play” and the “Pti- 
grimage Play” are, of course, 
unique attractions. They cannot 
be considered in the same class 
as the commercial type of produc- 
tion. Both have been endowed to 
an extent, although the “Mission 
Play” for a number of seasons was 
self-supporting. 

Even so long as ten or twelve 
years ago, however, the record o! 
stage runs here in the commercial 
theaters was remarkable. This 
was before the ascendancy which 
motion pictures acquired over ev- 
ery other form of entertainment

This effect, which had its ree 
nal inception in the mind of 
author meelf, was worked out 
for the Los Angeles production by 
Dickson Morgan, general stage 

er for Thomas Wilkes. Mor- 
gan. owever, introduced a num- 
of improvements upon 
New York idea, adding «4 
porch which almost amounts 
an extra stage, thus giving in real- 
ity six stages. 

This many-staged getting reveals 
@ cross section of a New England 
farm house with four rooms on 
two floors. The twe upper rooms 
are bedrooms and the lower fleor 
has a kitchen and parior. 

The setting is so devised that 
painted scenic flats representing 
the clapboard exterior of a New 
England fatm house may be at- 
tached by hooks to the front of the 
set and thus give the effect of a 
house exterior, Any une of the four 
rooms, or any group of them may 
be exposed ab a stage by simply re- 
moving the painted front sections— 
an operation which takes less than 
@ minute and thus does away with 
he long waits occasioned by scéne 
shifting. 

As the action of O'Neill's play te 
in three acts, with four scenes in 
each act, the value of this pare 
ticular setting may readily be ap- 
Peeciated. 

There are times when action is 
occurring In one of the upper bed- 
rooms and two of the lower ones 
and in the dooryard—all.at the 
same time. Were changes necessary 
for this the delays would doubtless 
tire an audience until it lost ta- 
terest. in the «play: 

One of the most severe problems 
that confronted the stage director 
was the synchronizing of action be- 
tween players who are acting in 
two rooms with a partition be- 
tween. In the second act, for in- 
stance, Arthur Lubin as Eben 
Cabot is in one bedroom ard Frank 
McLynn as Ephriam Cabot and 
Jessie Arnold as Abbie, his wife 
are in the other. 

The audience facing the set can 
see both rooms, of course, but 
the players can not see each other 

The ac- 
tion requires Eben to walk rest- 
lessiy from the front to the rear 
of his bedroom and Abble is re- 
quired to follow his movements 
with her 

This ooule not be done by word 
cues because mn does not talk 
during the scene. So it was worked 
out by counting. Both Miss Arnold 
and r. Leabin start counting te 
themselves the moment the ctir+ 
tain goes up and at a certain count 
Lubin starts his restless striding 
while at the same count Miss Ar- 
nold turns and follows his move- 
ments with her eyes. Tricks such 
as this are used: throughout the 
play and it was a great tribute te 
Mr. Morgan's careful staging that 
there was not a single mechanical 
flaw on the opening night. 

O’Nelll’s script provided that the 
farmhouse be shaded by 
elms growing on each side of it 
with their follage drooping over 
the eaves and giving a sinister e- 
fect. In New York the producers 
contented themselves with a cyclo- 
rama in the rear on which trees 
were painted against a horizon 
background. Mr. Morgan secures 
a better effect by utilizing real 
trees with their branches and foll- 
age drooping over the farmhouse.

Should 
we look at pictures only for the 
representation of scenes we have 
always liked—the tellirg again of 
an old. old story—or for the 
pleasure of discovering and. in- 
terpreting some allegory’ Or, 
ought we, on the other hand, to 
hold that a picture is a serious 


pretation, the expression ef 4n 
artist's own intultion, not some- 
thing that comes to him from the 
world, but a message 
which comes from the depths of 
his own nature, “without help of

The impressionist painter sees 
mot the object, but the light that 
reveals the object, and in painting 
that light, in all its infinite hues 
ana gradations, compels the object 
to present itself to the vision. It 
is the ultimate refinement of see- 
ing and permits the beauty-loving 
eye to partake of a feast 
Genied to him who merely sees 
objectively. “Impressionism,” says 
one French writer, “renews land- 
escape by a loving and intelligent 
treatment of lig’it, and, In its de- 
sire for intensity, discovers the 
new technique which decomposes 
tone in order, to reinforce it.” 
Tone is decomposed and light thus 
obtained by taking the component 
colors in a scene and placing them, 
not superimposed upon each other 
or mixed on the palette, but in 
/fuxtaposition to each ocher in all 
their purity, so that they unite tin 
the vision when viewed from a lit- 
the distance. These pure colors, 
uniting, vibrate together, thereby 
producing the illusion of light, and 
that ie what ie meant when we say 
the light rather than the object it- 
eelf is painted. 

This, then, is the language of

As the birthday of George Wash- 
ington approaches and the nation 
pauses a moment to do him honor, 
it is well to take a brief survey 
over the field of history and look 
at the foundations of our govern- 
ment. It is a fitting time for retro- 
spect, for noting the conditions sur- 
rounding the formation of our re- 
public. It is well to contrast and 
compare. 

George Washington truly was 
the man for the place and the 
hour. No other could so ably have 
guided the ship of state through 
the stormy seas of that stofmy pe- 


tlod. His nature fitted him 
for the task. birth and breed- 
ing he was a gentieman in the 
highest sense of the term. His 


training as a soldier rounded out 
the masterful qualities of hia 
nature. When it came time for 
him to take up the executive work 
of the newly formed nation he was 
found to possess in marked deares 
the highert torm of statesmanship. 
Possessing the true modesty of 
greatness, he disclaimed this, in- 
sisting that he felt unequal to the 
auties confronting him. He de- 
clared that he was only a soldier, 
rot a statesman. 

~The ponvular conception of 
George Washington ts that he was 
an aristocrat and not of the people. 
Tt true that he was of superior 
mold, of unusually fine birth and 
breeding, but he set himself upon 
All his honors were 
. It wan well for 
the country tn that crisie that he 
was what he was. The republic 
was an untried experiment. The 
eyes of Europe were upon it, 
ready to criticise the slightest in- 
fraction of ceremonial etiquette. 
The dignity of the office must be 
upheld and with masterful poise 
and stately grace he upheld it. He 
felt the responsibility devolving 
upon him and neo detalii of cere- 
monial was neglected, while all 
the obligations of his high office 
were perfectly fulfilled. It re- 
quired an unusual! combination of 
qualities to pilot the young repub- 
lic through those perilous times. 
What we term a “man of the peo- 
ple” could not have done it. Such 
men are. raised up for certain ex- 
igencies. Abraham Lincoln was 
one of them. A Washing- 
ton had quite another task to per- 
form. His birth and breeding ft- 
ted him for it. 


IDEAL OF LABERTY 
The fact that stands out most 


conspicuously in those troubled 
colonial days is the 4 and pas- 
eionate love of liberty t flamed 
| the hearts of W and 


ji his compatriots. It was proclaimed 


in that Congress of 1775; reiterated 
in the Second Continental Congress 
of May 20, 1776, and brought to 
a consummation on the Fourth of 
July, 1776. The attempt to sub- 
fugate and deprive the early colon- 
ists of their greatly prized liberty 
brought about the War of the 
/Revolution and ended in freeing 
the American colonies from hate- 
ful bondage. TUiberty is the key- 
note of the Declaration of Iinde- 
pendence. The “certain inallen- 
able rights” with which men are 
endowed were proclaimed to be 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.”’ The Constitution 
drawn up after years of warfare 
and bitter strife, proclaimed that 
it was ordained and established “in 
order to form a more perfect 
union, establish justice, tranquility, 
provide for the common defense 
promote the general welfare and 
secure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity.” The 
ideal of liberty is the ideal whose 
working ow gave rise to our na- 
tion. te ia no wonder that we 
Americans who trace our ancestry 
back to those momentous colonial 
days prize so highly our basic right 
of liberty. 

In Washington's farewell ad- 
Gress after refusing to be a can- 
didate for a third term, some pas- 
sages pertinent to our own day oc- 
cur. After warning the people of 
the danger of party factions, he 
says: “Tt exists under different 
shapes in all governments, more Or 
less stified, controltied or repressed, 
but in those of the popular form 
it is seen In ite greatest rankness, 
and is truly their worst enemy 
. « + The common and contin- 
ual mischiefs of the spirit of party 
are sufficient to make it the inter- 
est and duty of a wise people to 
discourage d restrain it. . 

“There is an opinion: that par- 
tien In free countries are uséful 
checks upon the administration of 
the government and serves to keep 
alive the spirit of liberty. This 
within certain Umits is probably 
true, and in governments of a mon- 
archial cast, patriotism may look 
with indulgence, If not with favor. 
upon the spirit of party. But in 
those of the popular character, fn 
governments purely elective, it is 
a spirit not to be encouraged.” 

His wise apd sharp distinction 
between monafchial and republican 

vernments holds a lesson for us. 

‘hile party factions may serve a 
useful purpose in the former, they 
are held to be a menace to the lat. 
ter form of government. In spite 
of the warning uttered by our 
first President, party factions have 
continued down to the present time 
and there is little likelihood of any 
cessationof these opposing ferces. 

In that memorable farewell ad- 


Grees the subject of religion and 
morality are brought our forefbly. 


Quoting again: “Of all the dispo- 
sitions and habits which lead to 
political prosperity, yeligion and 
are indispensable sup- 
ports. In vain would that man 
claim the tribute of patriotism who 
should labor to subvert these great 
a of human happiness, these 
irmest props of the duties of men 
end citizens. The mere politician 
equally with the pious man ought 
to respect and to cherish them 

Wet tt simply be asked, 
Where is the security for property, 
for reputation, for life, if the sense 
of religious obligation desert the 
oaths, which are the inatruments 
of investigation in courts of jus- 
tice. And let us with caution in- 
dulge the supposition that morality 
can be maintained without religion. 
Whatever may be conceded to the 
influence of refined education on 
minds of peculiar structure, reason 
and experience both forbid us to 
expect, that national morality can 
prevail in exclusion of religious 
principle.” 


ENLIGHTENED OPINIONS 


The Father of our Country em- 
phasized as “an o . 
Importance, institutions 
general diffusion of knowledge. In 
proportion as the structure of a 
gcvernment gives force to public 
opinion, it is essential that nublic 
cpinion should be enlightened.” 

With all our extensive systems 
of education today. we wonder if 
Washington could look with eatis- 
fection upon the “enlightened opia- 
ions” of the masses” Education 
is widely diffused, but is public 
opinion as truly enlightened as its 
responsibilities demand? 

In Washirgton's address to the 
Fenate after taking tte oath of 
office, he utters another note of 
warning: “The smiles of heaven 
can never be expected on a nation 
that disregards the eternal rules of 
order and right, which heaven it- 
self has ordained; and the preser- 
vation of the sacred fire of liberty 
and the destiny of the republican 
model of government are justly 
considered as deeply, perhaps as 
finally staked on tne experiment 
entrusted to the hands of the 
American people .. . Every 
true friend to this country must 
see and feel that the policy of it 
is not to embroil ourselves with 
any nation whatever, but to avoid 
their disputes and their politics 
and if they will harass one another 
to avail ourselves of the neutral 
conduct we have adopted.” 

Again: “Against the insidious 
wiles of forel influence 
the jealousy of a free people oucht 
to be constantly awake, since his- 
tory and experience prove that 
foreign influence is one of the 
most baneftyl foes of republican 
government ... great 
rule of conduct for us, In regard 
to foreign nations ia, tn exten

tificial ties, in the ordinary viciest!- 
tudes of her politics, or the orél- 
nary combinations and collisions of 
her friendships or enmities. Our 
detached and distant situation in- 
vites and enables us to pursue a 
éifferent course ... Why 
forego the advantages of so pé- 
cullar a situation? Why quit our 
own to stand upon foreign ground? 
Why, by interweaving our destiny 
with that of any part of Europe. 
entangle our peace and prosperity 
in the toils of European ambiticn. 
rivalship, interest, humor er 
price? It is our true pol*ry te 
steer clear of ent alliances 
with any n of the foreign 
world.” 


FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 


To sum it all up, the great prin- 
ciples upon which our cove-nment 
is founded, as declared by our first 
President, are liberty, wwnity, re- 
ligion, morality and education. The 
things to be avoided are party fae- 
tions and foreign entanglements. 

When we remember Great 
Meadows and Valley Forge we can- 
not accuse George Washington of 
selfishnéss or a narrow eptrit tn 
his last warning. When we re- 
member how he shared with 
shidiers all the privations 
miseries, how he refused remuneri- 
tion for his services and sacrificed 
his private fortune to aid the 
cause he had espoused. we n: 
longer see in him the proud arteto* 


crat of la, but the unselfiet: 
patriot and noble Fatner of our 
Country.

Mr. Read said: “For the first 


time in recent history, the average 
man can now own his own home, 
due to newly established economic 
conditions. 

“The advent of the automobile 
in our family life is a most im- 
portant factor: the increase in the 
purchase power of the dollar, since 
1°20, based upon the increase in 
wages, and the decline of commo- 
dity prices, comes next; the much 
wider distribution of wealth is the 
third reason. 

“Motor car ownership has tak- 
en the city dweller out into the 
open spaces ‘to live away from the 
congested centers. 

“Today there is a car to practi- 
cally every family. So from now on 
it is only logical that families in- 
vest thelr surpluses in buying or 
building thelr own homes. 

“Statistics issued recently by 
Herbert Hoover, prove that there 
is a wider distribution of wealth. 
In 1920 the index of prices was 
14 per cent above wages, while in 
1924 the index of prices was 34 
per cent lower than wages. 

“Meantime ovr national yearly 
income increased from %30,000.- 
000,000 in 1910 to $90,000,000,000 
in 1926. The average man now has 
more money to spend. And so it is 
all the way along the line, which 
indicates that not only more av- 
erage type homes, but more fine 
homes. will be constructed,”

Failure to properly stake devel- 
oping vines has caused more subsequent 
trouble that any other error. Hundréds of 
vines are allowed to sprawl over the ground 
without intelligent training and as each year 
hardens the arms left by pruning the rais-

ing of a head becomes well nigh impossible. 
The grower wonders why he can’t make his 
vines look like those in the professionally 
handled vineyard and the reason lies in his 
failure to teach them the trick while they 
are young and flexible. Regardless of the 
training system to be followed, stake them 
up, and preferably have the stakes placed 
at. planting in order that vines may never 
be allowed to sprawl and that those of con- 
spicuous vigor may be developed to the 
“trunk” stage during the first year. 


TRAINING SYSTEMS 
The prime essential, therefore, is the de 
velopment of vigorous vines, trained in the 
right direction, which is off the ground. Good 
fruit cannot be produced among the clods. 
and especially is this true of table stock. 


thrive under conditions often unfavorable 
to other fruits is no justification for the as- 
sumption that human neglect will be passed 
of as lightly. 


On the other hand, disregarding good, 
bad and indifferent enyironment, no fruit re- 
sponds more satisfactorily to intelligent 
care than does the grape. Proper variety se 
lection, training and pruning are absolutely 
within the control of every grower, and 
while soil and moisture conditions afe of 
primary importance, and to a degree are 
subject to man's regulation, the consoling 
fact remains that the grape canbe frown 
m solla of questionable strength and depth 
and with a minimum of moisture. Such con- 
ditions will not return to the grower the 
tonnage and profit to be expected of first- 
clase soil, but suffice it to state that good 
grapes in modest quantities can be grown 
under trying conditions. The controlling 
factor is management. 


In Southern California grapes are grow- 
ing under generally excellent soil conditions 
but with a great variance in water availa- 
bility. Here, as eleewhere, they have dem- 
onstrated their tenacity in the hands of ex- 
perienced men. A large group of smaller 
growers ranging from home gardners to 
roadside salesmen have entered the field, 
however, and inasmuch as this class is us- 
ually favorably situated as to soil and water, 
success or failure can be traced directly to 
management. Very often such growers are 
inexperienced in grape culture and a few 
seasonal suggestions may not be amiss. 

PLANTING HINTS 


All vines are propagated by cuttings, a 
method available to all because of its sim- 
plicity. Well ripened, vigorous cane growth 
of the previous season, cut through a node 
at the base, four or five buds long, planted 
in. well-prepared, moist soil with only the 
top above the surface, is the briefly stated 
rule for propagation. This may be done 
“in place” in the field, or in the nursery 
row with subsequent transplanting a year 
later. Moderate watering through the first 
summer is desirable, if not always impera- 
tive. 


Vines thus rooted, may be easily trans- 
planted. Trim the roots back moderately, 
removing all upper roots developed from 
nodes near the surface, and plant at the 
same depth at which vines grew in the nur- 
sery. Next comes a point too often nesg- 
lected by the uninitiated, the pruning back 


of top growth. Remove all. canes developed 


in the nursery except one, preferably the 
strongest and most perpendicular, and cut 
this back to two buds. The result isn’t much 
for looks but it does the work. 
Growth during the ensuing summer may 
be disappointing to the impatient, but 4

becoming well established, and the vine thus 
prepares itself for a real showing during 
the second year.

A Community That Looks to the Almond 
- for Its Prosperity 


By EDITH 
UST as in the South, we find the cot- 
ton industry acting as a pivot upon 
which the whole life of a community 
may turn, so in the same way do we find va- 
rious industries in California influencing 
both the daily living and the prosperity of 
the territories in which they are centered. 

Such a section is found around Paso Ro 
bles, where within a radius of forty miles are 
planted some of the largest almond groves 
in the world. The business prosperity of 
this town is linked very closély with the re 
gion’s almond production. 

The almond area around Paso Robles 
comprises the rolling, hilly land stretching 
away in every direction. The hillsides are 
selected to insure a maximum protection 
from frost. Below the plantings of almonds, 
prunes are very often grown. 


‘Not long ago it was my privilege to visit 
one of these hillside almond groves. As I 
watched the horses and men at work care 
fully cultivating this hilly tract, the thought 
came that I could not envy the owner his 
hard labor.. No irrigation is given the Paso 
Robles groves and this must be made up 
for by intensive cultivation to conserve 
what moisture there is from rains. Later 
in the day I went home with this same al- 
mond tract owner. When I stood in his 
dining room and looked out, on beyond the 
hills over rugged, tree-shaded canyons to 
the distant mountains, I suddenly realized 
that it was, after all, worth while. 


Paso Robles holds en important place in 
the almond industry by reason of tho: mag- 


nitude of its plantings—2%,000 acres In the. 


one district. No other region o. simiier

extent in the world has so large an acreage 
in the crop, I am told. 


Of these large plantings, 12,000 acres be- 
long to the Associated Almond Growers. 
These lands were planted six years ago and 
are destined for subdivision and sale. 
There are other privately owned tracts as 
small as five and ten acres in size. 

California now produces 99 per cent of all 


‘the almonds grown in the United States, 


and has more than 100,000 acres planted to 
them. San Obispo county alone has 
34,025 acres. er communities in Califor- 
nia which are extensively engaged in al- 
mond raising are Chico and Arbuckle, in the 
north, and Banning, in the south. These dis- 
tricts, by reasen of their older plantings, 
produce greater tonnage than the Paso Ro- 
bles district. In them, hillside planting is 
not practiced, the groves. being set out on 
level ground. A few almonds are grown 
in Texas and Utah. The remainder of the 
supply must be imported from Europe. 
LONG-LIVED TREE 


While the almond resembles the peach in 
its manner of growth, and in its blossoms 
and leaves, the tree, under proper condt- 
tions, has a much longer life than the peach. 
Near Paso Robles there is one old tract of 
thirty-three acres of almond trees which 
has been planted for thirtytwo years. 
There are other small tracts planted mauy 
years ago and these are, in most cases, pro 
ducing well. Most of the plantings around 
Paso Robles, however, are young, many not 
over six years old, and not yet up to stand- 
ard production.

Clusters should hang free, well distribtued 
on a horizontal plane, thus insuring ade 
quate light and a maximum of ventilation. 
There is absolutely no sense in the contem- 
plation of a table grape venture without the 
Inclusion of a definite plan for developing 
heads of at least moderate height. 


After the young vine is staked.and provis- 
ion for the trunk is made, the next imme 
diate requirement is the adoption of a per 
manent training system. In fact, this sys- 
tem should be planned at planting time, but 
for the purpose of this article the factors 
are discussed in the order of natural Wevel- 
opmeht of the vine. Of the systems used, 
training to heads is by far the most com- 
mon, and is satisfactory for most of our 
California varieties. At any rate it can be 
“made to do” even with some varieties bet- 
ter adapted to other systems. The cane 
system, almost universally used on the 
Thompson seedless, is a second system, and 
the Cordon system a third. 

Heads are established by cutting the 
young, staked roots at the desired height 
and establishing arms or branches from 
subsequent lateral cane growth. While this 
development is going on, usually during the 
second or third summer, care must be exer- 
cised inthe complete rubbing off of all 
growth below the point where the first arm 
is wanted, thus throwing vigor into the right 
place. At all times and ages it is imperative 
that sucker growth at the base of the vine 
be promptly removed, as well as surface 
roots which are prone to develop just below 
the surface of the ground. The height of 
the head is variable, ranging from eighteen 
to twenty-four inches for less vigorous va- 
rieties such as Muscat and Zinfandel, up to 
three and four feet for the vigorous ones 
producing heavy cane growth and long 
heavy clusters. Common examples of the 
latter class are Emperor, Tokay, Cornichon 
and many others. 

Cane systems are used for those vines 
which fail to bear sufficient fruit from buds 
near the bases of canes. To obtain produc- 
tion from the more fruitful buds further out, 
canes, two to four feet long, must be re- 
tained and tied to a wire support. These 
canes bear heavily but fall to produce 
strong renewal wood for the succeeding 
year. Certain other canes therefore are 
pruned short to about two buds and in turfl 
produce vigorous shoots to be used for 
trellising and fruiting during the following 
season. The old fruiting cane is then re 
moved, wholly or in part. .Thus there is set 
up a double-barreled system of fruit and 
wood production by means of canes and re- 
newal spurs. The Thompson is the leading 
grape thus trained, and the Eastern grapes 
essentially require the same treatment. A 
two or three-wire trellis is absolutely essen- 
tial to the development of the cane system 
in open plantings, although for home pur 
poses the same pruning principles can be 
applied to arbor development, and the above 
mentioned varieties are excellent material, 

The Cordon system is essentially a mod- 
ification of the head system, differing in

SANTA ANA.—Although Orange cbunty 

not classed as & srapecrow county, 
the commercial plantings being limited to 
about 200 -acres, there are hundreds of 
homes with a few backyard vines furnish- 
ing enough fruit for home cohsumption. The 
following hints for hothe growers will, of 
course, have general application. 

Most varieties are easily propagated from 
cuttings of the previous year’s growth. 
These should be cut from well-matured 
canes in the winter and “heeled in” in damp 
soil until they are planted in February. 
Short jointed wood is best and should be 
cut just above and below a node or joint at 
each end and from twelve to fourteen inches 
long. If pruning is delayed until February, 
the cuttings may be planted where they are 

_to remain, Jyst as soon as cut, and if kept 
moist, they will root readily. Always plant 
80 that only One bud, and that about an inch 
from the cutting, remains above the surface 
of the soil. Grapes probably will thrive on 
as great a variety of soils.as any fruit grown 
and will endure a considerable amount of al- 
kali, but they appretlate a deep loam. If 
the cuttings are rooted in the nursery the 
first year, they should be lifted or dug, the 
roots carefully trimmed and the top growth 
cut back to two or three spurs of two buds 
each and planted where they are to remain, 
ore March 1. 


No one unacquainted with the pruning of 
grape vines will prune’ them severely 
enough to secure best results. Varieties 
quiring short. pruning, such as the Muscat, 
should be tied to a two-foot stake the first 
year or two until they obtain sufficient size 
to support themselves, and headed about 
twenty Inches high at the close of the first 
season, leaving two or three spure of two 
buds to form the head. At the end of the 
second year, leave two spurs of two buds 
each of last year’s spurs. These fruiting 
spurs should be gradually increased with 
the age of the vine according to its vigor 
and growth, up to twenty or more for old 
vines. 

Varieties requiring long pruning, such as 
the Thompson Seediless, Black Morocco, Con- 
cord, Niagara and many others may be 
trained to a stout six-foot stake or a trellis 
of two wires stretched between stakes, or, 
over an arbor. All varieties should be 
if more convenient, the backyard fence or 
pruned as described the first year. At the 
close of the second year, if a vigorous 
growth has been made, those requiring long 
pruning shonld be pruned to two strong 
canes about two feet in length and two 
spurs of two or three buds each to furnish 
wood for renewing the canes the following 
year, as they will then be removed close to 
the orginal stock. As the vine increases in 
age the number of canes should be increased 
to six or more and the length to four or five 
feet, according to the variety and vigor of 
the growth. The Thompson Seediess makes 
an excellent arbor vine as it carries a heavy 
foliage of large leaves and is a prolific bear-

While the grape requires a moist soll, a 
better quality of frult is produced if it is 
not over-irrigated, especially while ripening, 
as this will produce a watery fruit of less 
agreeable flavor. The grape is a sun-loving 
plant and should be planted where it will re 
ceive as much sunshine as possible. 

Ordinarily, the grape has not many pests 
or diseases to contend with, but most va- 
rieties are quite subject to a fungus disease 
known as mildew, which attacks the foliage 
and later the fruit, completely destroying 
the crop if not controlled. Dusting the 
vines with flowers of sulphur occasonally 
during the season will prevent this disease, 
although it i# hard to control after it is 
once established. It is very essential that 
the first dusting is done when the spring 
growth is not more than ten or twelve 
inches long and that a second and third ap 
plication should be made at intervals of 
two or three weeks. A very small amount 
of sulphur is sufficient, but it should be dis 
tributed over all parts of the foliage. 


The following varieties wil) furnish a con- 
tinuous succession of iruit from August to 
mid-winter in the order named: White 
Sweetwater, Thompson Seedless, Muscat 
and Black Morocco. The writer has often 
picked Black Moroccos from the vines for 
New Year's dinner and even as late as the 
middle of February if they are protected by 
a covering of old sacks to keep off severe 
frosts and heavy rains. Add to the above 
the Black Monnukka, Dattier de Beyrouth, 
Black Muscat, Rose of Peru and Concord, 
and you have a collection fit for a king.

Ladybirds Pay Profit 
to Insectary 


SANTA BARBARA.—A_ check-up just 
made on the Santa Barbara county insectary 
established two years ago, shows that a 
small profit has resulted from the operation 
of the plant, according to F. C. Greer, ento- 
mologist in charge. After all expenses, in- 
cluding salaries were paid, and 10 per cent 
allowed for depreciation of buildings and 
equipment, the county made a profit of $100 
from te sale of 183,000 ladybirds, at 2 
cents each, Mr. Greer found. 

The first year the insectary was opera- 
tion the county raised 50,000 ybirds 
which cleaned ep mealy bug infestations in 
a number of Carpinteria lemon orchards. 
The mealy bug, however, has been spread- 
ing rapidly, although prevented from doing 
great damage by its enemy insects. This 
year Mr. Greer will try to raise 200,000 bugs, 
in an effort to keep the lemon orchards com- 
mercially clean. 


The ladybird is being employed not only 
in the lemon orchards but in the walnut 
orchards as well; also on lettuce and some 
other vegetables.

The pubiie 
should know, however, that there are over 
1200 slaughtering establishments in the 
State, and that approximately 190,000 anl- 
mals slaughtered monthly for human food. 
Investigation shows that only 84 plants in 
California are operating under State meat 
inspection. 

The advantages of inspection from the — 
standpoint of human health can hardly be 
overestimated. The records of the State De 
partment of Agriculture show that 90 .per 
cent of the hogs condemned in inspected | 
plants for tuberculosis and. other dis 
eases come from dairies where raw milk is 
fed from untested cows. The State dairy |. 
law requires that milk from cows showing ~— 
any indication of tuberculosis or other dis- — 
ease must be pasteurized for the protection 
of human health. These same dairies do 
not take this precaution when feeding thetr 
hogs, with the result that large percentage 
are infected with disease.

Vinegar—The presence of sulphuric and 
hydrochloric aci@ constitutes an adulterant. 
Real vinegar should be made from the bac 
terial fermentation of fruit Juices and not 
from the acetic acid. 

Learn how to read the labels on the pack- 
ages you ptrchase. The Pure Food and 
Drug Act protects us to some degree, but 
in the main your own education is the best 
protection you have. 

In justice to the various food industries, I 
want to say that it is the exception to adul- 
terate food, while it is mainly the manufac 
turer of inferior products who resorts to 
the use of adulterants.

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THE EYES 
Some Common Abnormalities 
[Note: Dr. Lovell will his radio talks 
on Thursdays heréafier at 7:30 p.m. instead 

(The following is a copy of a radio talk 
given by Dr. Lovell over KHJ, The Times:) 

In the preceding two radio health talks, I 
spoke to you of the relationship of the en- 
tire body to the eyes. In the second talk 
we somewhat covered the ground of myopia 
or nearsightedness and laid the frame-work 
for the other three great ailments of the 
eyes, |. e. astigmatism, hypermetropia, and 
_presbyopia. 

These may sound as somewhat awe-in- 
spiring names but their literal interpreta- 
tion is fairly simple. 

By hypermetropia we mean farsighted- 
ness; presbyopia., poor sight, due to hard- 
ening of the tissues; and astigmatism, an 
abnormal curvature of some of the eye 
structures with its consequent defective 
vision. We shall take these three great 
problems up one at a time. 

In presbyopla we are confronted with a 

- condition where the rays of light involved 
th the reproduction of the image come to « 
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back of the retind. Consequentiys, 
vision is farsighted. Like nearsightedness, 
presebyopia is a variable condition. That is 
to say, one day it will be markedly accen- 
tuated while at the other days it will be 
relatively mild. 

What I have sald concerning the use of 
glasses holds true equally as much in pres- 
byopia as in myopia; namely, that glasses, 
because of their fixed relationship, their in- 
flexibility, their lack of accommodation to 
the various exigencies of eyesight, handl- 
cap the eyes as much as benefit them. 

One who suffers from presbyopla, even 
though he must wear glasses, should make 
their wearing a sort of half and half propost- 
tion. Unless he is using the eyes on some 
definite focus work, he should frequently 
strive to discard hile klasses. I know of 
many individuals who put on their glasses 
even before their clothes and remove them 
the last thing at night. The result is «a 
greater and greater dependability on spec 
tacles with an increasingly lesser reliance 
on the natural structures of accommodation 
in the eye. 

What I have said concerning body care 
and muscular exercise applies with as much 
force to presbyopia as myopia. The same 
exercises which will develop the muscle 
structures toward normal nearsightedness 
will also normalize the muscles in farsight- 
edness. 

Again, systemic health must be miain- 
tained to the best degree. The diet must 
be watched carefully and the eliminative or- 
gans be compelled to function to the maxt- 
mum. The rules of eye care such as avoid- 
ance of strain, and reading in softened light 
should apply here as well. 

In exercise and diet must we place the 
‘greatest reliance for eye correction. 

Astigmatism is merely a malformation of 
curvature of one of the eye structures— 
either the eyeball itself or the lens inside 
the eye. Glasses compensate for the curva- 
ture where the rays of light would come to 


Presbyopia is somewhat analogous to the 
condition of age in the eyes. When the tis-

Follow these simple exercises. Give the 
eyes a cold water bath, best performed by 
ducking the entire head for a second or two 
into a pan of clean, cold water. Cold water 
makes an excellent tonic for the eyes. Place 
nothing in the water. The purer and cleaner 
it is, the less likelihood of the transmission 
of infection. 

Give the eyes as much care and attention 
as any other part of the body. Delicate and 
sensitive though the eyes may be, yet they 
respond to intelligent and careful handling 
better than almost any other part of the 
body.

AEWIENG looks out from the top of 

New Ireland, in the Bismarck Archipel- 

ago, straight into the Pacific, just below the 

equator. A low sand-dune is set inland a 
few hundred yards from the shore. 

Behind that, a swamp runs back to the 
west for some twenty miles, and eastward 
lies Kaewteng; near an old tribal battle 
ground. To the northwest many small is- 
lands, a large number of them nameless, 
are scattered over the ocean. 

It was there that I spent several months 
as chief medical officer for New Ireland and 
the adjacent islands. And there, as I came 
in coutact with the natives, I became famil- 
far with their strange customs, their super- 
stitions, their tribal beliefs. These are im- 
presse upon one particularly in times of 
sickness and of death. 

One of the most striking and memorable 
incidents illustrating the extraordinary and, 
to the Occidental mind, barbarous customs 
of the natives came as an aftermath to an 
epidemic of influenza which, after sweeping 
the nearby islands, spread to New Ireland. 
There it was as a pestilential scourge. 
About ninety per cent of the inhabitants of 
Kaewieng and the surrounding villages were 
sick, and nearly a third of these died. 

With inadequate accommodations at the 
hospitals and with a depleted stock of medi- 
cine, Taylor, my Australian assistant, and 
1 fought the epidemic, but our efforts to 
save lives seemed hopeless. We were “fed 
up” with the whole proposition, and after a 
while we just watched the natives die. There 
was nothing else to do. 

One morning, while in a depressed mood, 
I noticed that down on the beach half a doz 
en natives were on the poisat of depositing 
three stretchers they had brought in. An- 
other half dozen were weeping copiously. 

The sick natives were an old man, a young 
man, and a young woman. The two men 
were pretty far gone, but the girl looked as 


if she might have at least a chance. She 
was a fine specimen, tall for a Melanesian 
and of fair complexion, and she had very 
good eyes—clear brown—rather uncommon 
id a native. 


It suddenly struck me that she was worth 
the effort it would take to save her. I had 
a native assistant wrap her in a bianket 
and bring her up to my own house, where I 
could look after her. 

At the same time other hospital boys 
were sorting the dead from among the dying 
and carrying them off to be buried, and it 
seems, though of course I knew . nothing 
of this at the time, that a report circulated 
and eventually traveled back to the village 
of Ngawelus, from which Lawusa—that was 
the girl's name———had come, that she, too, 
had been taken away and buried. 

After about three days, Lawusa 
show improvement, and in another two 
weeks she was able to get up. The two 
men, her father and husband, had died. 


As soon as Lawusa learned that she was 
the only one from ther village left in the 
hospital, she insisted on starting back im- 
mé@diately. She was still a scarecrow with 
hardly any flesh on her bones. But haggard 
and sick as she looked, she stuck a flower 
in her short, fuzzy hair and tried to make 
herself beautiful according to native ideas. 

She was in no condition to undertake 
the journey back to her village, and I did 
my best to keep her from going. But she 
said that, if she were not allowed to go, 
she would run away, and finally she started 
off, paddling along the road down the coast 
with a stick, planning to make Ngawelus by 
going short stages each day. 

It so happened that Lawusa was almost 
our last influenza case. The epidemic had 
about run its course, and soon after she left 
Kaewieng I proposed to Taylor that we get
